VACCINATE CALVES: 
HALT BRUCELLOSIS 


Most of the replacement calves 
in Michigan’s cattle herds will be 
eligible for calfhood vaccination 
against brucellosis within the 
next four months, according to the 
Michigan Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Dr. R. J. Henshaw of Elmira, 
who is thé Federal-State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture veterinarian 
in the Crawford, Kalkaska, An- 
trim, Otsego Charlevoix area, urg- 
es calfhood vac¢ination.

Brucellosis is a highly contag- 
ious disease of cattle and has cost 
Michigan cattle owners millions! 
of dollars over the years in loss of 
calves, sterility, and reduced milk 
production. Under certain condi- 
tions man may. contract the dis- 
ease through infected animals. 
This is sometimes known as undu- 
lant fever. 


Dr. Henshaw also stated lives 
stock owners should continue calf- 
hood vaccination against brucel- 
losis even though the number of 
infected herds has been greatly 
reduced in recent years through 
the Federal-State program. 

“Both dairymen and beef breed- 
ers shauld keep in mind,” said Dr. 
Henshaw “that calfhood vaccina-
